He  saysg  without  forest  protection  our  forests  of  th® 
future  will  b@  wasted  as  they  iiave  been  in  the  past®  More  than  on® 
hundred  ard  fifty  million  acres  of  State  and  privately  owned  forest 
lands  extremely  ©ssential  to  our  national  w©ll«>b©ing  are  still  without 
organized  forest  protection  of  ariy  Mnd^  Arid  on  other  millions  of 
acres  scattei^od  throughout  the  country  our  defense  is  far  from 
adequate,  Nation-wld©  action  mailing  it  possible  to  extend  adequate 
organized  protection  to  all  our  forests  is  urgently  needed.

FolkSg  at  this  time  we’d  like  to  do  honor  to  one  fire= 
fighting  airplane  pilot  who  lost  his  life  on  July  15  In  just  such  an 
episode^  While  flying  supplies  to  firefighters  battling  a stubborn 
fire  far  back  in  the  hinterlands  of  the  rugged  Bitterroot  Mountains  in 
northern  Idaho,  Pilot  Robert  Maraclch  and  Dell  Glabaugh^  his  companion^ 
were  caught  in  a treacherous  downdraft  and  the  plane  crashed  near  a 
small  lake  in  the  mountainSo  Pilot  Maraclch  was  killed  instantly  and 
his  companion  Clabaugh  sustained  serious  injuries o In  tribute  to 
these  menj  the  Butte  Montana  Standard  of  July  17  said’  “The  annals 
of  the  Forest  Service  are  replete  with  deeds  of  heroism  and  sacrifice 
oooOf  life  Itself  when  the  need  arose®  to  save  lives  and  property®  o® 

In  this  dry  summer  with  hundreds  of  fires  starting  simultaneously  in 
the  tinder  beds  of  many  western  forests j,  we  are  brought  to  the 
contemplation  of  a new  kind  of  courage  and  heroism®  Airplanes  flying 
over  uncharted  mountainous  country ^ without  proper  landing  fields  and 
flying  low  over  the  inferno  of  smoke^filled  alr^  are  dropping  supplies 
along  rocky  crests  and  deep  gorges  to  fire  fighters  on  the  ground®®® 

The  forest  Service  and  the  public  today  mourn  a brave  f Iyer® « o 
Meanwhile  the  heroic  struggle  to  hold  a hundred  fires  and  eventually 
to  extinguish  them  goes  on® 
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
